Charles A. Lindbergh continu ed 
to Albany today to make an ad­ 
dress on aviation to the state 
legislatu re.

tinu ed on his flight.

Free Fair this year will be held 
cne week earlier th an last fall, 
according to a definite decision 
reached by the board of direc­ 
tors, who have p laced the dates 
as commencing Monday night, 
Au gu st 13 and continu ing to and 
inclu ding Friday night, Au gu st 
17. 
The fair last year 
was one 
week later and the board 
had 
decided to keep this date, bu t 
for some reason the Connersville 
board ju mp ed in and acqu ired 
the local dates, so th a t it was 
necessary for a change, one way 
or the other. 
The board debated for a time 
of keep ing the dates and ru n­ 
ning the local fair as p reviou sly 
schedu led, bu t for several reas­ 
ons, this p lan was drop p ed, and 
the Ru sh Cou nty Fair will 
be 
held a week before the Conners­ 
ville fair. Last year

followed Connersville, and then 
came ¡^helbyville.

The Marion Cou nty grand ju ry 
was believed to have been

today why the state’s star w it­ 
ness in Gov. Jacksons trial failed 
to testify. 
The witness involved is 
Ro­ 
bert W. Lyons, Richmond attor­ 
ney and form er high official in 
the Ku Klu x Klan, whose close 
friend, Fred W. Pickett, 
Rich­ 
mond city ju dge, testified 
be­ 
fore the grand ju ry today, su p ­ 
p osedly regarding an offer to Ly­ 
ons of a government 
ap p oint­ 
m ent in W ashington, D. C. 
Lyons entered Dayton hosp ital 
Friday, Febru ary 3, five 
days 
before the Jackson trial op ened. 
He was said by p hysicians to be 
su ffering from ap p endicitis and 
u nderwent an op eration the next 
day. 
The night before the Jackson 
trial, friends of Lyons 
begged 
him to risk a trip to Indiana­ 
p olis in an ambu lance and testi­ 
fy for the state. 
Lyons, it was said, agreed, bu t 
later in the evening was visited 
by George Rinier, Indianap olis 
attornev and connected with the 
klan. The next day, Lyons said 
he was “too sick” to make 
the 
trip . 
As a resu lt, the state p resent­ 
ed its case w ithou t Lyons’ testi­ 
mony regarding conferences 
at 
which a bribe was 
discu ssed. 
Jackson was acqu itted. 
Discharged from the hosp ital 
last week, Lyons is said to have 
confered with Pickett.

Money Lenders, Inclu ding The 
Government, Loses 
The Day, 
W ithou t Interest

"When Leap Year 
makfes 
it 
tw enty-nine” the money lenders, 
the landlords and the 
govern­ 
m ent exp erience a qu eer sensa­ 
tion in the region of the p ocket 
book. 
One way of looking at the ex­ 
tra day which the astronom ers 
have awarded u s this 
m onth, 
will convince you th a t Feb. 29 th 
is a big scale robber. Looking at 
it another way you will be con­ 
vinced th a t it is a real 
bene­ 
factor, giving away millions 
of 
dollars. 
It all dep ends on who you are. 
If you are a landlord, leasing by 
the m onth, you m u st give 
all 
you r tenants one day free rent: 
if you are a money lender, you r 
clients may keep yu r money all 
da withou t p aying a cent for it. 
If you get p aid by the m onth or 
year, you work the extra day for 
nothing. To weekly wage earn­ 
ers it makes no difference. 
The government as 
a great 
creditor nation is in the money 
lending class. Today the govern­ 
m ent loses one day’s interest on 
all the money it has loaned to 
foreign cou ntries—a total inter­ 
est in the neighborhood of two 
million dollars. On 
the 
other 
hand the 
government 
p ayroll 
(exclu ding m ilitary 
p ersonnel) 
is $2,19 0,000 a day, and 
today 
all government emp loyes 
work 
free, so the loss on the foreign 
debt is nicely cou nter-balanced. 
Back of the p rank th a t Leap 
Year p lays on p ocketbooks is a 
still .more 
intricate 
p roblem— 
the p roblem of keep ing the sea­ 
sons in p lace. If it were not for 
Leap Year we eventu ally wou ld 
be having w inter w eather 
in 
Ju ne. The 
p eriod 
of time in 
which the earth rotates 
(24 
hou rs) u nfortu nately is not di- 
visable into the p eriod in which 
it revolves arou nd the su n (365 
days, 5 hou rs, 48 m inu tes and 46 
seconds.) The year lasts a qu ar­ 
ter day more th an 
365 
days. 
Consequ ently every fou r 
years 
the fou r qu arter days m u st 
be 
lu mp ed together and tu cked in­ 
to the calendar as Leap 
Year 
day—Feb. 29. 
It th a t were not done, 
the 
seasons wou ld slowly shift. Su m ­ 
mer getting a qu arter of a day 
closed to winter e^ch year u ntil 
in a little more than 1,000 years 
we W’ou ld have a comp lete re­ 
versal 
of seasons, with 
cold 
waves in Ju ly and everybody go­ 
ing to the northern su mm er re­ 
sorts in December. 


PROMISED 30 MINUTES 
IF HE GIVES TESTIMONY 


Former Klan Leader

D. C. Step henson, form er 
Ku 
Klu x Klan grand dragon, 
went 
before the Howard Cou nty grand 
ju ry investigating the crash of 
the American Tru st 
Comp any 
Bank today and p resu mably told 
the ju rors w hat he knows of al­ 
leged state banking graft. 
He talked 
only 
after being 
p romised a half hou r’s confer­ 
ence with his attorneys before 
being retu rned to the 
Indiana 
state p rison where he is a life 
p risoner and declaring th a t he 
feared "the worst tortu res in the 
history of the cou nty” wou ld be 
in store for him on his retu rn to 
the p rison. 
In a five-m inu te 
ap p earance 
before the grand ju ry yesterday, 
he said he cou ld not testify u n­ 
til he talked to his 
attorneys. 
Ju dge John 
M arshall 
granted 
him the confernce at the cou nty 
jail where he sp ent the night. 
Today, Step henson was taken 
before the grand ju ry at 9 :10 a 
m., for a second op p ortu nity to 
talk. When tim e p assed and he 
rem ained with the investigators, 
watchers ou tside p resu med th at 
he was answering qu estions re­ 
garding 
the 
American 
Tru st 
failu re and the story of “am az­ 
ing intrigu e” he p romised to re­ 
late. 
Before going into the grand 
ju ry room at the city hall, Step ­ 
henson obtained a p romise from 
Ju dge M arshall of a half hou r 
conference with 
his attorneys, 
Olin R. Holt and Lloyd O. Hill, if 
he answered qu estions freely. 
The story Step henson 
cou ld 
tell was u nderstood 
to involve 
many p ersons high in p u blic life 
either as officials, form er 
offi­ 
cials or candidates, in a consp ir­ 
acy to -m ilk” Indiana banks of 
illegal fees. These fees, 
it was 
said, were asked as p aym ent for 
the allocation of certain dep os­ 
its to the banks. 
fe 
Ora 
Davies, 
form er 
state 
treasu rer, wras one of those in­ 
dicted earlier in the Kokomo in­ 
qu iry. He was accu sed of col­ 
lecting one p er cent from 
the 
American Tru st comp any bank 
for state money he ordered de­ 
p osited there.

RELIABLE CONTRACTORS NEEDED 
The cou nty board of commissioners 
will 
op en bids nex t Monday for three p av ing con­ 
tracts ov er which a great many p eop le in Ru sh- 
v ille are interested, and this interest centers on 
the fact that the su ccess of the 
imp rov ement 
dep ends u p on the contractors. 
Indications 
are that at least twenty 
con­ 
tractors will su bmit bids on these p av ing p ro­ 
jects, as the bids are being 
op ened at a time 
when all of the contractors are anx iou s to ob­ 
tain work for the ensu ing y ear. 
There will 
no dou bt be a large v ariety of 
p rices offered in su bmitting these bids, and this 
p oint is what the commissioners mu st take into 
consideration. Past ex p erience has p rov en that 
the low bid is not alway s the best bid to accep t. 
The commissioners in p ast y ears hav e made 
awards for imp rov ements to firms hav ing a low 
bid, and sometimes they hav e regretted their ac­ 
tion. 
The commissioners shou ld ex ercise their 
p ower to accep t or reject any bid, and u se their 
best ju dgment in selecting contractors who hav e 
the eq u ip ment, ex p erience and the reliability to 
fu lfill their contracts. 
Many bids on su ch imp rov ements hav e been 
op ened from contractors, whose eq u ip ment for 
bu ilding roads has inclu ded only wheel barrows, 
a few shov els and p robably a tractor. Last fall 
when bids on a p av ing p roject were op ened, the 
low bidder hap p ened to be one of these, and the 
commissioners at that time u sed good ju dgment 
in rejecting all bids, and are again receiv ing bids, 
inclu ding that same p roject. 


In the list of bidders who will make an offer 
for the work here nex t Monday , there will su rely 
be in that grou p sev eral resp onsible contractors, 
whose bids will be within the estimate, and the 
commissioners shou ld make it a p oint to obtain 
contractors of rep u te, ev en if the cost is a trifle 
more, rather than giv e the contract to a shy ster 
firm that is withou t su fficient eq u ip ment or re­ 
sp onsibility . 
After the contract is awarded the commis­ 
sioners also ap p oint an Insp ector, whose du ty it 
is to enforce the p lans and sp ecifications, and 
this p osition shou ld be giv en to someone who will 
w’ork for the best interest of the township , and 
not for the contractor, so that the p roject will 
be p rop erly laid.

tra day which the astronomers 
have awarded us this month, 
will convince you that Feb. 29th 
is a big scale robber. Looking at 
it another way you will be con- 
vinced that it is a real 
bene- 


factor, giving away millions of 
dollars. 


It all depends on who you are. 


If you are a landlord, leasing by 
the month, you must give all 
your tenants one day free rent: 
if you are a money lender, your 
clients may keep yur money all 
da without paying a cent for it. 
If you get paid by the month or 
year, you work the extra day for 
nothing. To weekly wage earn- 
ers it makes no difference. 


The government as a great 


creditor nation is hi the monay 
lending class. Today the 'govern- 
ment loses one day's interest on 
all the money it has loaned to 
foreign countries—a total inter- 
est in the neighborhood of two 
million dollars. On the other 
hand the government payroll 
(excluding military personnel) 
is $2,190,000 a day, and today 
an government employes work 
free, so the loss on the foreign 
debt is nicely counter-balanced. 


Back of the prank that Leap 


Year plays on pocketbooks is a 
still .more Intricate problem— 
the problem of keeping the sea- 
sons hi place. If it were not for 
Leap Year we eventually would 
be having whiter weather in 
June. The period 
of time hi 


which the earth rotates (24 
hours) unfortunately is not di- 
visable into the period in which 
it revolves around the sun (365 
days, 5 hours, 48 minutes and 46 
seconds.) The year lasts a quar- 
ter day more than 365 days. 
Consequently every four 
years 


the four quarter days must be 
lumped together and tucked in- 
to the calendar as Leap Year 
day—Feb. 29.

•SUABLE CONTRACTORS NEEDED 
v 


The county board of commissioners 
will 


Open bids next Monday for three paving con- 
tracts over which a great many people in Rush- 
vfUe are interested, and this interest centers on 
the fact that the success of the improvement 
depends upon the contractors. 


Indications are that at least twenty con- 


tracton will submit bids on these paving pro- 
jects, as the bids are being opened at a time 
when all of the contractors are anxious to ob- 
tain work for the ensuing year. 


There will no doubt be a large variety of 


prices offered in submitting these bids, and this 
point is what the commissioners must take into 
consideration. Past experience has proven that 
the low bid is not always the best bid to accept. 


The commissioners in past years have made 


awards for improvements to firms having a low 
bid, and sometimes they have regretted their ac- 
tion. The commissioners should exercise their 
power to accept or reject any bid, and use their 
best Judgment in selecting contractors who have 
the equipment, experience and the reliability to 
fulfill their contracts. 


Many bids on such improvements have been 


opened from contractors, whose equipment tor 
building roads has included only wheel barrows, 
a few shovels and probably a tractor. Last fall 
when bids on a paving project were opened, the 
low bidder happened to be one of these, and the 
commissioners at that time used good judgment 
in rejecting all bids, and are again receiving bido, 
including that same project. 


In the list of bidders who will make an offer 


for the work here next Monday, there will surely 
be in that group several responsible contractors, 
whose bids will be within the estimate, and the 
commissioners should make it a point to obtain 
contractors oi repute, even if the cost is a trifle 
more, rather than give the contract to a shyster 
firm thct is without sufficient equipment or re- 
aponsibility. 


After the contract is awarded the commis- 


sioners also appoint an inspector, whose duty it 
fc to enforce the plans and specifications, and 
this position should be given to someone who will 
work for ths best interest of the township, and 
not for the contractor, so that the project will 
be properly laid. 


AN ANTI-GIFT LEAGUE 


Over in France there has been organized an 


Anti-Gift 
Giving League, which promises to 


spread to this country, and will no doubt ac- 
quire a big membership. 


The League, at; formed in France, has no 


Ones and no formality of members. All a joiner 
has to do is to take an cath that he will send 
cards at Christmas times, on birthdays, anni- 
versaries of all sorts and for an occasion that 
usually requires a present. The membership is 
said now to be 20.000. 


We can imagine that such a club in this 


country would not go far. Probably the main 
reason is that there wouldn't be any graft in it 
for some one, and for another reason because 
Amricans are not possessed of such tight 
qualities. 


Gifts on all occasions are not to be meas- 


ured by their monetary value. 
It is the true 


spirit of love and friendship that characterises 
a gift, and besides the money that is spent in 
gift purchases keeps the wheels of industry mov- 
ing, which is an essential to progress in every 
community. 


CHILDREN AND CANDY 


' Civic clubs and organizations and schools 


are constantly at work attempting to do some- 
thing for children who do not have available all 
of the necessities of an average child. 


When children continually demand candy 


it may be a sign of under-nourlshment, accord- 
ing to one authority. 
There is a difference, 


however, between undernourished and under- 
privileged children, and the two must not be 
confused. 


A child who does not have the proper nour- 


ishment, and they are found in every communi- 
ty, may soon develop into an underprivileged 
child, unless corrective steps are taken. 


This authority, speaking on the viewpoint 


of undernourished children, declares that they 
often develop an abnormal craving for candy. 
A plate of candy placed before a room full of 
children, has been used to demonstrate which 
type of youngsters were most eager 
for the 


sweets. 


This is explained by the fact that very few 


children eat as much as they should until they 
are 11 or 12 years old. If they are not urged to 
take enough wholesome food, they develop a 
craving for candy, which relieves their need for 
nourishment temporarily, but does not build up 
their bodies.
